5.  Aesthetics 

The  applicant  plans  to  construct  a fence  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  found  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM  around  a small  2 acre  motor  vehicle 
wrecking  facility.  The  facility  must  be  shielded  such  that  junk  vehicles 
stored  there  are  not  visible  from  a point  6 feet  above  the  centerline  of 
any  public  road.  The  site  is  visible  from  county  roads  to  the  east  and 
west  and  a state  highway  to  the  north.  All  four  sides  of  the  facilitv  must 
be  shielded.  Buildings  on  site  currently  provide  some  shielding.  The  east 
fence  will  need  to  be  higher  than  the  other  sides  as  the  county  road  to  the 
east  is  at  a higher  elevation  than  the  site.  Careful  attention  to  fence 
heights,  construction  methods  and  material  should  result  in  a properly 
shielded  facility  with  a minimal  impact  on  aesthetics

The  applicant  currently  operates  a vehicle  repair  business  at  this 
location.  Licensing  a salvage  facility  operation  will  provide  additional 
income  and  employment  opportunities  for  the  applicant  on  at  least  a part 
time  or  supplemental  basis.

Routine  periodic  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program 
officials  will  be  required  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  operated  and 
maintained  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law 
and  rules. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  Flathead  County  planning  office  states  that  the  site  proposed  for 
the  establishment  of  this  facility  is  currently  unzoned.  In  the  absence  of 
local  zoning  ordinances  or  other  restrictive  land  use  regulations,  this 
facility  should  not  impact  any  locally  identified  environmental  plans  or 
goals .
